Usper section 10 of the Indian Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1859, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased, with the 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council, to make the 
following rules for tho conduct of examinations for Masters 
and Mates of foreign-going ships and as to the qualifications 
to bo required. Theso rules are in supersession of the rules 
issned undor the notification dated the 28th of August 1877. 

1. Certificates of Cumpetency will be granted to those Certificates — 
persons who pass the requisite examinations, and otherwise Lalas 
comply with the requisite conditions. For this purpose examinations. 
examiners have been appointed, and arrangements have been 
made for holding the examinations periodically at the port 
of Calcutta. The examinations will be held twice a quarter, 
or at such other times as the Government may appoint. 

2. The examinations will commence early in the forenoon, kraminations 
and will be continued from day to day until all the Candi- gostioned sil 
dates whose names appear upon the Port Officer's list on the juste” 
day of examination. are examined. examined.

5, The testimonials of servitude of Foreigners, and of 
British Seamen serving in foreign vessels, which cannot be 
verified by the Port Officer, must be confirmed either hy 
the Consul of the country to which the ship in which 
tho Candidate served belonged, or by some othor recop- 
nized official authority of that country, or by the testi. 
mony of some credible person on the spot having personal 
knowledge of the facts required to be established. The 
production, however, of auch proofs will not of necessity be 
deemed sufficient. Each case will be decided ou its own 
merits, and if the sufficiency of the proofs given appears to be 
at all doubtful, it must be referred to the Government. 

€. Should any doubt exist as to tie age of a Candidate, 
be will be required to produce a certificate of birth or bap- 
tism. 

7. Foreigners must prove to tho satisfaction of the Exa- 
miners that they cau speak and write the English language 
eufficiently well to perform the duties required of them ou 
board a British Vessel. In the case of natives of India, who 
may not be able to speak English, their Certificates will be 
endorsed to the effect that they are only valid for vessels 
manned and officered entirely by Asiatics. 

8 The time for which longth of service as Seaman or 
Officer in the Mereantile Marine is to bo reckoned in all 
cases referred to in the following paragraphs is to commence 
at the date when the Articles of Agreement were signed by 
the Applicant, and to end at the date when he was discharged 
as shown on the Articles of Agreement. The Cortificates 
of Discharge will generally be sufficient evidence of this, 
but great care must be exercised by the Port Officer and

entire satisfaction of the Examiners. 


Degree of Preciswon required sn the Solution of the 
Problems. 


117 In order to prevent any misapprehension as to the 
degree of precision required by the Regulations in work! 
out the various problems in the Examinations for Masters’ an 
Mates’ Certificates, tho attention of Examiners and Candidates 
is particularly directed to the following Instructions :—~ 


(c.) Candidates are expected to work out their answers to 
all problems within or not to exceed a margin of 
one mile of positwn from & correct result (eg., in 
problems where tho answer required is a latitude, 
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longitude, or distance), excepting in finding the 
ship’s position by “Summer's” method, where a 
margin of 24 miles will be allowed. 

(4.) In such problems as the “ Amplitude” and “ Alt- 
Azimuth,” where the bearings, deviations, &o , only 
are required, a margin of 2’, or 3°, from a correct 
result will be sufficiently acourate 

(c.) In no problom is the Candidate for an “ordinary ” 
Certificate required by the Regulations to correct 
for second differences in taking out the quantities 
from the Nautical Almanac. 

(@.) In solving the ‘Time Azimuth” problem, an answer 
not exceeding half a degree from the exact result 
will be sufficiently near. But in all cases the 
actual latitude, declination, and time used, together 
with the exact bearing (from the North or South) 
as given in the tables, must be clearly shown by 
the Candidate on his papers. 

{¢.) In interpolating for the correct deviation to be applied 
in solving the Chart question, Papers “Exn. 9 
Cc.” and “Exn. 9 D,” it will usually be sufficiently 
near if the Candidate works throughout with the 
nearest dogree of deviation taken from the ‘“‘ Devia- 
tion Card,”’ and even in cases where the deviations 
may vary but little, the nearest half degree used 
throughout will be sufficiently precise, and will at 
the same time prove whether the Candidate under- 
stands the method of arriving at the amount of, 
and applying, deviations. It is not necessary that 
the Candidate should waste his time in solving the 
course to odd minutes us is sometimes done. 

(7) In calculating the correction to apply to the Sound. 
ings, Question 5 of Paper “Exn. 9 D,” the Candi- 
date is not required to work out to the exact inch, 
as is sometimes done. It will be sufficiently near if 
he brings his anawer within half a foot or so of a 
precise result. 


It must be clearly understood in reading the gta: rid 
Instructions that it 1s always provided the work of the 
Candidate is correct in principle.

118. An ie prevails in regard to the examination 
of Masters and Mates, that so long as a Candidate can commit 
to paper correct answers to the various questions requiring 
written answers (¢.g., Forms Han.

Any Master cr Mate desiring to be examined in 
Steam must deliver to the Port Officer a etatement in writin 
to that effet, upon the Form of Application (Exn. 2), an 
the applicant's Certificate of Competency must be delivered 
to the Port Officer along with his statement 1f he is about 
to pass an examination ior a Certificate of Competency at the 
same time, the applications should be sent in together. 

136. A fee of Bs 12 must be paid by the applicant for the 
examination m Steam, and the Port Officer will thereupon 
inform him of the time and place at which he is to attend to 
be examined, and the examination will then and there proceed 
in tho same manner as the other examinations If the appli- 
cant fails, and has given in his Certificate, it will be at once 
returned to him. 

137, Tf the applicant passes, the Report (Exn 14.) and 
the Certificate of Perpaeiny with the Form (Exn. 2) will 
be sent to the Government ; the words “ Passed tn Steam,” 
with the date and place of examination, will then be entered 
on the Certificate and its counterpart, and the Certificate will 
be sent to the Port Officer to be delivered to the applicant 
in the usual manner.

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o unity offer the applicant should be permitted, under 
the pated of the Examiner, to start and stop the engine 
of some vossel which may have her steam up. 

142. The Examiner, in sending in his report of examina- 
tions of Masters and Mates in steam, should state where the 
examination has been held. 

143, Candidates will be required to give whitten answers Exemation in 
to sixteen out of twenty auones taken from a book of Ele- jompntery 
mentary Questions pulished by the Government.* These 

uestions will be altered from time to time without notice 

1 twonty questions are not to be difficult, theoretical, or 
book questions, but are to be such as any man of ordinary 
capacity ought to answer who has any “practical knowledge 
of the use and working of the steam-engine.” 

144, These questions, with the Oendidnte’s answers, Answers to x 
should be sent to the Government, with the reports, after each tent to the, ‘i 
examination eg ae 

145 These answers will also assist in enabling the 
Government to demde any quostion that may hereafter 
arise in oases where it is alleged that spplcants have been 
improperly passed, or improperly rejected. 

146, The Examiners will be careful that if any Candidate candidates re 
refers to any book or paper or memorandum, or obtains Hite ae 
information from another Uandidate during the examination, be put down 
he will be treated as having failed, will forfeit his fee, and 2 failed 
will not be allowed to be re-examined for a period of three 
months 

147. The Examiners will rt in the case of failure, the Heal 
nature of the question or questions that decided the failure, miner to n port 
or the point in the management of the engine in which the quaint that 
Candidate was deficient ence 

148. Thero is nothing in the Regulations requiring that Service on 
applicants for the voluatary examination shall have served on ane team 
board Steam-Ships ; all that is required is that they shal] coor 
have a “practical knowledge.” Examiners will, of course, 
not fail to approciate the fact, when passing applicants, that 
pradtical knowledge is best gained in the engine-room ; and 
the examination of an Officer who does not produce official 
evidence of service in Steam Ships, and of experience of 
engines, must necessarily be more searching than in the 
case of one who prodwoes evidence of such service and 
experience.

Unpsr section 10 of the Indian Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1859, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased, with the 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council, to make the 
following rules for the conduct of examinations for Masters 
and Mates of forei, penne and as to the qualifications 
to be required. These rules are in suipersession of the rules 
issued under the notification dated the 2sth of August 1877. 

1. Cortificates of Competency will be granted to those Certificates 
persons who pass the requisite examinations, and uthersise Laren 
comply with the requisite conditions. For this purpose et»minatious 
examiners have been appointed, and arrangements have been 
made for holding the examinations periodically at the port 
of Calcutta. The examinations will be held twice a quarter, 
or‘at such other times as the Goverament may appoint. 

2. The examinations will commence carly in the forenoon, Ereminetions 
and will be continued from day to day until all the Candi. continued til 
dates whose names appear upon the Port Officer’s list on the jeter are 
day of examination are examined. : examingh. 

3. Candidates for exataination must make their applivation xoticeof ape 
upon tho appropriate Form (Exn, 2), which must be filled plicatou for 
up at tho Port Office, The Exn, 2, properly filled i'tnnw” 
in, together with the Oandidate’s testimonials and discharges, the Port Offcer, 
taust be lodged with the Port Officer of Calcutta not later

5. The testimonials of servitude of Foroigners, and of 
British Seamen serving in foreign vessels, which cannot be 
verified by the Port Officer, must be confirmed either, t 
the Consul of the country to which the ship in whid 
the Candidate served beloe ged, or by some other recog- 
nized official: authority of that country, or by the testi- 
mony of some credible person on the spot having personal 
knowledge of the facts required to be establislied. The 
production, however, of such proofs will not of necessity be 
deemed sufficient. Each case will be decided on its own 
merits, and if the sullicienvy of the proofs given appears to be 
at all doubtful, it must be referred to the Government. 

6 Shouldeany doubt exist as to the age of a Candidate, 
he will be required to produce a certificate of birth or bap- 
tism. 

7. Foreigners must prove to the satisfaction of the Exa- 

miners that they can speak and write the English language 
suffinently well to perform the duties required of them on 
board a British Vessel. In the case of natives of India, who 
may not be able to speak English, their Certificates will be 
endorsed to the effict that they are only valid for veasels 
manned and officered entirely by Asiatics. 
» &. The time for which length of -servide as Seaman or 
Officer in the Mercantile Marine is to be reckoned in all 
cases referred to in the following paragraphs is to commence 
at the date when the Articles of Reseccat “were signed by 
the Applicant, and to end at the date when he was discharged 
as shown on the Articles of Agreament. The Certifivates 
of Discharge will generally be sufficient evidence of this, 
but great care must be exercised by the Port Officer and 
Examiners to detect any tampering in any way with the 
information contained in them, and te report to the Govern- 
men‘ at once any suspicious cases, 

9. Services, which cannot be verified by proper Entries in

11. Servic in the coasting trade may be allowed to count sorsicein the 
as service, in order to qualify a Candidate for examination ‘osting trade 
for a Certificate of Competency for Foragn-gomg Ships, it 
being understood, however, that service in the coasting trade 
must amount to half as mich again as seivice in the foreign 
trade, and that service in a lower grade than that of First or 
Only Mate in the coasting trade will not be recognised as 
officer's service. 

12 Three years’ service as Mate in the coasting trade, 
together with at least nine months’ sefvice as Master, may 
be allowed to count as service for a Master's Certificate, 
provided the Oandidates’ entire service at sea calculated as 
above is sufficient, and that his services as Mate and Master 
in the coasting trade can be proved by the Articles, and 
provided he already passed an examination for the 
Foreign Trade, unless, under specral carcumstances, the Govern- 
ment see fit to dispense with this later provision. 


13. Service in Pleasure Yachts under 80 tons, if per- 
formed within Home Trade limits, will not be accepted 
towards qualifying a Candidate for exumination. 

14. Service in Pleasure Yachts will not be acospted at all 
unless verified by satisfactory proofs, and it must be distinctly 
understood that accepted service is confined to actual sra 
serece, service in harbour or port being inadmissible. See 
alco para. 21. 

15. Tipe for which Indentures of Apprenticeship are in Sorviuc as aa 
force will be accepted os sea service, provided that the APrenme 
Apprentice has remained by the ship for at least four-fifths of 
the time oovered by the Indentures, and the Indentures 
of the i sare avo endorsed by the Owner or Master to 
whom he has been bound, to the effect that he has perfurined 
his service faithfully for the whole time agreed upon.

115. Punctually at the expiration of the prescribed time 
all the papers should bo called up, whether completed or 
not, and Ri} not completed, the Candidate will be declared to 
have failed, unless the Port Officer or the Examiner see fit to 
lengthen tho period in any special case If, however, the 
period is lengthened in auy case, the specini circumstances ot 
that case, and the reasons for lenthening the per‘od, together 
with the time allowed, must be reported to the Govorn- 
ment by the Examiners, in the column for “ remarks ” on the 
Form Exn 14.

Degree of Precision required in the Solution of the 
Problems. 


117. In order to provent any misapprehension as to the 
degree of precision required by tho Regulations in workin; 
out tho various problems in the Examinations for Masters’ an 
Maten’ Certificates, the attention of Examiners and Candidates 
is particularly directed to the following Instructions :~ 


(a.) Candidates are expected to work out their answers to 
all problems within or not to excced a margin of 
one mile of assets from ao correct result (e.g., in 
problems where the answer required is a latitude, 
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longitude, or distance), excepting in finding the 

ship’s position by “Sumnuer's’? method, where a 

margin of 24 miles will be allowed. 

(@.) In Sah roblems as the ‘“‘ Amplitude” and “ Alt- 
Azimuth,” where the bearings, deviations, &e , only 
aro required, a margin of 2’, or 3°, from a correct 
result will be sufficiently accurate. - 

(c.) In no problem is the Candidate for an “ ordinary ”” 
Certificate required by the Regulations to correct 
for second differences in taking out the quantities 
from the Nautical Almanac. 

(2.) In solving the “ Time Azimuth ” problem, an answer 
not oxceeding half a degree from the exact result 
will be sufficiently near. But in all cases the 
actual latitude, declination, and time used, together 
with the eaact boaring (from the North or.South) 
as given in the tables, must bo clearly shown by 
the Oandidate on his papers. 

(e.) In interpolating for the correct deviation to be applied 
in solving the Chart question, Papors “Exn. 9 
C.” and “ Exn. 9 D,” it will usually be sufficiently 
near if the Candidate works throughout with the 
nearest depree of deviation taken from the “ Devia- 
tion Uard,” and even in cases where the deviations 
may vary but little, the nearest half degree used 
throughout will be sufficiently preciso, and will at 
the same time provo whether the Candidate under- 
stands the method of arriving at the amount of, 
and applying, deviations. It is not necessary that 
the Candidate should waste his time in solving the 
course to odd minutes as is sometimes done. 

(/) Ia calculating the correction to apply to the Sound- 
ings, Question 5 of Paper “Exn 9 D,” the Candi- 
date is not required to work out to the exact inch, 
as is sometimes done. It will be sufficiently near if 
he brings his answer within half foot or so of a 
precise result. 


It must be cloarly understood in reading the foregoing 
Instructions that it is always provided the work of the 
Candidate is currect in principle. 


Supplementary vivi voce Examination on written Papers. 


118. An ag rong prevails in regard to the examination 
of Masters and Mates, that so long as a Candidate can commit 
to paper correct answers to the various questions requiring 
written anawers (¢.g., Forms Exn. 4a, Een. 7, Exn. 8a, 
en, 9c, Exn. 32, 70, §c.), no matter how indicative the 
answers may be of their having been learat off by rote only, 
the duty and responsibility of the Examiners are at an end,

and that they have no power or authority to reject a Candi- 
date should his written answers be correct. 

119. Lest, therefore, such un impression should prevail, 
Candidates for Certificates of Competency should bear in 
mind that they are not only expected to give correct written 
answers, whieh mey mercly be learnt off by rote, but they are 
expected to possess an ee knowledge of tho various 
subjects prescibed in the Regulations, partioularly as regards 
the important subject of the Deviation of the Compass. 

120. This result may be easily attained by the Examiner 
putting afew viea rore questions to the Candidate as the 
papers are brought up for inspection, or at any subsequent 
time if more convenient. ‘The oral questions (suggested 
by the printed questions and the answers given) should 34 such 
that the Examiner may satisfy himself that the candidate 

ossesses a real knowledge of what he has written, and should 
bs confined strictly to the subjects of the printed questions. 
Should the candidate then exhibit ignorance of the subjects, 
the Examiner (who is in a position to judge of the real 
knowledge the man before him possesses) should deal with 
him at his discretion, notwithstanding that the candidate 
may have written all the answers correctly by rote. 

121. When an Examiner finds it necessary to fail a 
Candidate in this supplementary vid voce test, 8 memorandum 
containing the particulars of the points on which the candi- 
date was ignorant, v¢., dhe sdentical questionn and the identical 
answers gtten, must in vach case be attached to his exami- 
nation papers, when forwarded in the usual course tuo the 
Port Officer, or the partioulars may be set forth by the KExa- 
miner in the margins of the candidate’s papers in red ink.

Special Notice to Candidates. 


123 The attention of Candidates is specially called to 
the following Regulations :— ; 

124. Candidates are required to appear at the oxamins- 
tion room punctually at the time appointed. 

125, Candidates are prohibited from bringing into the 
examination-room books, paper, or memoranda of any kind 
whatever. The slightest infringement of this regulation will 
me the offender to all the penalties of a failure, and he 
will not he allowed to present himself for re-examination 
for a period of three months. 

126. In the event of any Candidate being detected in 
defacing, blotting, writing in, or otherwise injuring any 
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book or books belonging to the Government, the papers of 
ach Candidate will be detained until the book or hooks 80 
defaced be replaced by him. He will not, however, be at 
liberty to remove the damaged book, which will still remain 
the property of the Government. 

127. In the event of any Candidate being discovered 
referring to any book or memoranda, copying from another, 
or stoning any assistance or giving any information to 
another, or communicating in any way with another, during 
the time of examination or copying any PS of the problema 
for the purpose of taking out of tho Examination rooma, 
he will subject himeelf to all the penalties of a failure, and 
he will not be allowed to be examined for a poriod of six 
monthe. 

128 No Candidate will be allowed to work out his pro- 
blems on a slate or on waste paper. 

129. No Candidate will bo permitted to leave the room 
until he has given up the paper on which he is engaged. 

130. Candidates will find it more conven:ent, both bere 
and at sea, to correct the declination and other elements 
from the Nautical Almanac by the “ hourly differences,” 
which have been given in that work in order to faciitate such 
calculations ; they will thereby render themselves independ- 
ent of any proportional or logarithmic table for such purpose. 

131. The corrections by inspection from tables given in 
some of the works on Navigation will not be allowed (see 
Tables IX, XI and XXI in Norie’s Epitome, &c); every 
correction must appear on the papers of the Candidates. 

132. Any candidate who may be guilty of insolence to 
the Examiner or of other misconduot will render himself 
liable to the postponement of his examination, or, if he has 
passed, to the detention of his Certificate for snch period as 
the Government may direct.

141, ‘The Examiner should arrange to conduct part of the 
examination in the engine-room of s Steam-ship, unless from 
ciroumstances he finds it impossible to do so; and if an 
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pportunity offer the applicant should be permitted, under 
the guidance of the Examiner, to start and stop the engine 
of some vessel which may have her steam up. 

142. The Examiner, in sending in his report of examina- 
tions of Masters and Mates in steam, should state where the 
examination has been held. , 

143. Candidates will be required to give written answers Examination in 
to sixteen out of twonty questions taken frém a book of Ele- a eotomt 
mentary Questions pulished by the Government.® Theso 

uestions will be altered from time to time without notice. 

he twenty questions are not to be difficult, theoretical, or 
book questions, but are to be such as any man of ordinary 
capacity ought to answer who has any “practical knowledge 
of the use and working of the steam-enginc.”

Unpee section 10 of the Indian Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1859, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased, with the 
sanction of the Governor-General in Oouncil, to make the 
following rules for the oonduct of examinations for Mastors 
and Mates of forei “going shipg.and as to the qualifications 
to be required. These rules are in suporseasion of the rules 
issued under the notification dated the 28th of August 1877. 

1. Certificates of Competency will be granted to those Certificates 
persons who pass the requisite examinations, and otherwise Ft 9 mr 
comply with the requisite conditions. For this’ purpose examinetions. 
examiners have been appointed, and arrangements have been 
made for holding the examinations periodically at the port 
of Calcutta, The examinations will be hald twice a quarter, 
or at such other times as the Government may appoint. 

2, The examinations will commence early in the forenoon, Rraminatious 
and will be continued from day to day until all tho Candi- continued tl 
dates whose names appear upon tho Port Officer's list on the ques.”

4. Testimonials of. character, and of gubrioty, experience, 
ability, and good’conduct on board ship for at least the 
twelve months of service immediately preceding the date of 
application to be examined, will be required of all applicants, 
and without producing them no person will be examined. 
As such testimonials and discharges may have to be verified 
before the Candidate can be examined, it is desirable that 
they should be handed in together with the Form, Exn. 
2, a8 early as possible. 

5. The testimonials of servitude of Foreigners, and of 
British Seamen serving in foreign vessels, which cannot be 
verified by the Port Oilicer, must be confirmed either id 
the Consul of the country to which the ship in whic! 
the Candidate served belonged, or by some other recog- 
nized official authority of that country, or by the testi- 
mony of eome arediblo perron on the spot having personal 
knowledge of the fucts required to be established. The 
production, however, of such proofs will not of necessity be 
deemed sufficient. Each case will be decided on its own 
merits, and if the sufficiency of the proofs given appears to be 
at all doubtful, it must bo referred to the Government. 

6. Should any doubt exist as to the age of a Candidate, 
he will be required to produce a certificate of birth or bap- 
tism. : 

7. Foreigners must prove to the satisfaction of the Exa- 
miners that they can syeak and write the English language 
sufficiently well to pertorm the duties required of them on 
board a British Vessel? In the case of natives of India, who 
may uot be able to speak English, their Oertificates will be 
endorsed to the effet that they are only valid for vessels 
manned and officered entirely by Asiatics. 

8 The time for which length of service os Seaman or 
Officer in the Mercantile Marine is to be reckoned in all 
cases referred to in the follo paragraphs is to commence 
at the date when the Articles of Agreement, were signed by 
the Applicant, and to end at the date when he was discharged 
agehown on the Articles of Agreement.
